Galeacius by marriage a kinne to a 
Duke: by bleud,ſontoa Marqueſſe, Nephew to a Pope : Moſes m poſlibility of a King- 
dome: he in poſſeſſion of a Marqueſdome: Moſes in his yourh broughr up in rhe h:athe= 
wiſe of «Fe ypt, Galracive noozeled inthe ſuperſtition of Popery : Moſes at laſt ſaw the 
truth and embraced it,ſo did Galea cis : Moſes openly fell frem rhe hearheniſme of E- 
gypt : ſo did Galeasixs from the ſuperſtition of Popery. Bur all this is nothing to that 
which they both ſuffered for their conſcience. What Moſes ſuffered, SainrPaultells us, 
Moſes when be was came ts yeares 7+ fuſed to be called the ſonne of Pharaohs : and choſe 
rather to ſuffer adver ſitie with the people of God, thax to enjoy the pleaſures of fume for a ſeaſon ; 
eftceming therebuke of C11 grecter riches than th: tredſures of Egypt: Nay Moſes had rather 
be a baſe bricke maker amongR the oppreſſed If, aclires, being true Chriſtians; than ro 
be theſonne of a Kings daughter in the Court of Pharaob amongſt Idolarers. In like 
caſe noble Galeacius, when he was come to yeares and knowledge of Chriſt,refuſedro be 
called ſonneand heireto a Marqueſle, Cup-bearer to an Empcrour, Nephew to a Pope; 
and hoſe rather to ſuffer affliftiongpe: ſecution; baniſhmenr, loſe livings,wite, 
children,honoars and preferments, than toenjoy the ſinfull pleaſures of 7:4 yfor 2/ſea- 
ſon; eſteeming the rebuke of Chriſt grearer riches rhanthe honours of aMarqueſdome 
withour Chrift: and therefore ſecing keemuſt cither want Chrift, or wane them, hee 
diſpoyled himſelfe of all cheſero gaine Chriſt, 

If (righc Honourable) the -wiſe foolkes ofthis world might have the eenſuring of 
theſerwo men and their ations, they would preſonuly judge them a couple of impaſh-. 
onateand ſtoicall fellowes,or clſemelancholikeandbraine fickermen torefuſe Marqueſ- 
domes and Kingdomes fer ſcruple of conſcience : bur no marrer as long as the men are 
Saints in heaven,and their ations honoured of God and his Angels ; admired of good 
men,and negle&cd of nenc, but rhofe who as they will not follgw them on earth, ſo 
ace they ſure never to follow them to heaven.

Ee was borne at "Naples, a renowned Citty in 
Italy in the moneth of January, in the yeare of 
Chrift 1517. a His fathers name was Ca/anto- ax,

was not onely well reſpe&ed, but highly eftee.. ©®lpcll 
- med, and a familliar friend of that noble Prince 
of Orange, who afcerthe taking and ſacking of 
Rome, was placed inthe roome of the Duke of Borber: yea his faithful. 
nefle and induſtry was ſo well approved tothe Prince (a$oftentimes a- 
foreſo cſpecialiy)atthe fiege of Naples, what time it was aſſaulted by 
Lotrechins,asthar afterward, when the Emperour Charles the fifth of 
that name, (who then was at Reyeto receive rheImperiall Crowne, and 
other ornaments ofthe Empire) did appoint the ſaid Prince With cer- 
raine forces, to goe and befiegethe City of Florence; he thought it need- 
full to takerhe {aid Calantorins with him, for his wiſedome and grave 
counſell. From whence when that ſervice was ended, hee being ſent 
to Ceſar himſelfe, hee did ſo wiſely demeane himſclfe inall hisaffaixes, 
and did {o ſufficiently fatisfie the Emperour in all things, thar he made 
good in eyery point, that worthy OY whick the Prigce had on

of him ;z whereupon he being at that time moſt honourably entertained 
of the Emperour himſelfe, was by him not onely adyanced co the 
fate and title of a Marqueſſe, but alſo equally joyned in commiſſion 
With the Viceroy of Naples {for his wiſcdome and experience in all 
kindeof affaires) ts bee afſiſtantunto him, and fellow with him inſay- 
ing theSceprer of that Kingdome, In which office and fanion he ſo 
carricd himſelfe, as he wonnethe good willof both ſmall and great, as 
well of the Nobles, as of the Commonalty : yea inſomuch as hee was 
deeply inveſted in the fayour ofthe Emperour Charles, and King Phil: 

his ſonne. And ſo hee continued in this digaity till.tho.laſt-day of his 
life, which was.in the maneth of February, inthe yeare 1542, he beivg

himſelfe more than threcſcore and cen yeares of ape. | 


Such a father,and no worſe had this Galeacius. As for bis mother,ſhe 


was deſcended of the noble family ofthe Carafſi:& her own brother was 
afterward * Pope of Rowe. Which Iaftirme notto that end as though 
h *his init ſelfe, was any true praiſe or honour to Galeacixy, but-rhat his 


loveto true Religion, and bis conſtancy in defence thereof, (eyenagainfh. 
ſuch mig'ty ones) mayappearethe more admirable to all that heare ir, 
asit hereby did toallthat knew him: Ofwhich bis loveto rue religion 
wee ſhallſpeake more anon, 
- Galeacing being ewenty yearcs old, and the: onely ſonne of hismo- 
ther, who was now deceaſed ; his father ('a/sxtonixs bring defirous to 
cominue his name, to preſeryc his houſe and poſterity, and to maintaine 
his eftate and patrximony; whoſe lands amounted rothe ſumme of five 
thouſand poundy a yeare and upward did therefore provide him a 
Wife, a Virgin of noble birth,called ViRoyia, daughter tothe Duke of 
Naceria, one of the priacipall Peeres of Jtaly, with whom hee had in 
name of-portion or dowrie{ixethouſand five hundred peuncs, He lived- 
with bis wife ViForia unto the yeare 1551.atwhich time hee forſooke 
houſe, family, and countryFfor Religions ſake : and inthattime hee had 
by his wife fixechildren, (foureſennesand ewo daughters.) Hig-eldeſt- 
ſonne died at Parorms,inthe yeare 1 577, leaving bebinde him-one Cn 
andone daughter-: the ſonne obtaining by inherizancerbe Marqueſdome 
of Vioum,(amonglt divers other things)-marricd a wife of noble birth 
afore his Grandfather Ga/eacins died, By whom, as[ heare; hee hath 
two children,to whom this Galeacius is greatGrandfather, 

Now all theſe parciculars doe Ithus ſer downe to this end, thatche 
p=ſeycrance of ſo grear aman may appeare the better by all theſe cir. 
cumſtances, which is no lefle thana moſt glorious yiory over ſo many

He Marqueſſe Calawtonixs ſeeing ſo good hope ofthe continuance of 
his houſe and poſterity, defiring nor to preſeryeovly, bur eo increaſe 
and atgment the dignity of his heaſe, purpoſed therefore that hisſonne 
wer 77 ſhould feeke further honour atid follow rhe Court. Where- 
oremaking offer cf him to the Emperour Charles, hee was moſt kind.

within fhcrttime, hee both wonne the fayour of the Nobility, and the

'Empcrour himſelfe : for all mens-opinion and judgement of him was 


that there was not one of many to bee compared with him, for inno« 
cency of life, eleganey of manners, ſound judgemente,and knowledge 
of many things. Thus Galeacins was in all mens opinions, in the high 
Way to all honour and eftimation : for the Pcince whom hee ſerved 


was mot mighty, and the Monarch of the biggeſt parr of theChrifti. 


an world. But alithis was little: fox God, the King of Kings; of his 
fingular mercy and grace did purpoſe to call him to farregreatcr dignit y 
and co more certaine and durable riches. And this ſo grear andrarea 
worke did the Lord bring to valſſe, by ſtrange and ſpeciall meanes. So 
ic was that in thoſe dayes 2 certaive Spaniard, a noble man, did ſo- 
journe at Naples, who had toname 'Tohannes Wald: ſins: this Gentle.

aad to inſtru& divers other noblemen bis companionsand familiars, in 
points of Religion, confuting 'the falſe opinions of our owne inherent 
juſtification, and of the merits of good workes, and ſo conſequently 
deteRingthevanity of many Pop! —_ ,and the fondneſle of their 
ſuperſtitions : by which meanes hee ſo preyailed, or ratherthe Lord 
by him, chatdiyers oftheſe Noble Gentlemen began tocreepe out of 
popiſh darkeneſſe, and to perceive ſome light of thetruth : Amonglt 
theſe, was there one Johannes Franciſcns Caſarts, a Noble Gentleman 
and kinſeman to this our Galearies. 

- Of this Gentleman firſt of all dit Galeeezns heare divers things in con- 
ference, which ſeemed to him much contrary to the courſe of rhe vaine 
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world , yea mich to croſſeeyen his age and eftace, anl1 courſe of life ; as 
. namely ofche true m2ancs of our juſtification, of the excellency and 


powerof Gods word, of the vanity ofchemalt of popilh. ſuperſticions, 
&c, For Galecacing elteemed and uſed this G:ntleman as his familiar 


friend, both being neere of his bload, and eſpecially for that hee was a 
Geotleman of very good parts. Now although che ſpeeches of chis 
Gentleman did not at the firft fo farre prevaile with him, as to make 
him forſakethe yaniries ofthis life ; notwithſtanding it was noe alroge- 
ther in yaine: for that God which had ordained him to be a ſpeciall in. 
ſtrumenc.of bjs glory, wonld no: ſuff:r ſo.good ſeed to perifh,chough it 
ſeemed fora time to bee caſt even amonglt thornes : neirhec will it- bee 
beſide the purpoſetoſer downe particularly the meanes which ir pleaſed 
God to uſeforthe working of this ſtrangz converſion : amongſt which.

T that time Peter Martyr. Vermilins,a Florentine, was a publike 
Preacherand Reader at Naples. This man was a _ regular 
(as they callthem)a man ſince then of great name,for his ſingular know- 
ledge in Chriſtian Religion, his godly manners and behayiours, and for- 
his ſweet and copious teaching ; for hee afterward caſting pug his 
monkes cowle, and renouncivg the ſuperſtitions of Paperie, hee ſhone 
ſo brightly in Gods Church, that hee diſperſed and frangely drove- 
away the darkeaeſle and miſts of Popery.. Galeacius was once coatent - 
at Ceſerts his motion to bee drawneto heare Peter Martyrs Sermon z. 
yet not ſo much for any-defire hee had to learne, as. moyed and tickl:d 
wich a curious humour, toheareſo famous a'man as then Martyr was 
accounted, At thattime Peter far;yr was inhand with Pawls firſt E. 
piſtle to the Cormnthians, and as hee was ſhewing the weakenefle and 
deceirfullneſſe of the judgement of mans reaſon in ſpirituall things, as 
likewiſe the power and efficacy of the Word of God, in thoſe menin 
whom the "a6 worketh by his ſpiric ; amongſt other things. hee uſed 
this ſimily or compariſon : Jfa man walkingin alarge place, ſeca farre 
offmen and women dancing together,and heareno ſoaud of iuſtrumenc, 
hee will jadgechemmad,orac leaſt fooliſh ; but ifhe come neerer them, 
and perceive their order, and heare their muſicke, and marketheirmea-. 
ſyr2s andtheir courſes, hee will thenbee of another minde, and not on-

But the barter ſore of 
men and ſuch as feared God, and had their mind enljghtned with ſome 
knowledge of religion”, as they wondred no leffe to fee ſo great a 
change in ſogreata man, ſo likewife they ve-e ſurprized with excee- 
dingjoy to ſee it: for they were perfwaded that God had ſome great and 
extraordinary worke in it; that a young Gallant,anob'e man of ſuch 
wealth,and hononras he was, living in ſuch delight and p'eaſures, .in fo 
generalla corruption of life, both in court and ccuntrey, bur eſpecially 
this age, nobility, wealth and honour being joyned withthe wanton de- 
liciouſnefle ofthe courrly life : I ſay,thar ſuch a man ſhould be endued 
with the ſpirit of holinefle, and ſo farre aff &ed with Repentance, as that

- eiently teſtifie: Gaſ/eacins aboutthistime received a lerterfrom this Fla- 
- winizu, wherein hee did covgra'ulate,ar d rejoyce with him, forthe grace 
and gift of God, which was beſtowed on himin his conve-fion,-This 
-letterT thought good to inſert jnto the body of thisſtory, (as being 
worthy of nbleſſe) tothe end that it might bee a wi:nefſe intimes to 
come,ofthe goodopinion which ſuch rea had.conceived of him, who 
knew the foundation of true Juſtification,though they were yet poſſeſſed 
with other-errours, as about the Sacraments, and of the Maſle, 8c, 
which ales asyer they were notable to diſcerne of 2x after by the greater 
grace of God this Galeaciyns did.

This mandiſtruſts 
himſclfe and allthe creatures in the world, that he e may truſt and clcaye 
only unto God: neither aimes he atany pleaſure, any wiſdome , any ho- 
nour, any riches,any credit oreſtimation ; bur ſuch as comes from God 
himſelfe : ard therefore hee profeſſeth with the ſame Prophet, I have 
none in heaven but thee alone, and none intheearth doe I defire but thee: 
my fleſh conſumeth with longing after thee, andrhou Lord art my heritage 
and portion for ever, Hee that ipake thus wasa wealthy and mighty Kin 
yet luffexed he not the eyes of his mindeto beblinded or dazied with the 
| : i glittering 
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elirtering glory of riches, pleaſures, or honour, or ought elfe that 2 
Kingdome could give: for he knew well that they all came of God, 
and were held under God, and muſt all bee uſed to his glory, and that 
hee that gave them hath farre better things to give hischildren. And 
thereforethat King and Prophet makes his heavenly proclamation be- 
fore all his people ; Blefſed art thes O Lord God onr Father for ever and 
ever : thine O Lord is greatneſſe, and power, and glety, and vittory: all 
that is in heayen andearth is thine, thine is the kingdome Lord, and thou 
excelleſ® as head over 'all : riches and honour come of thee, and 
theu art Lord of all: 'in thy hand 3s ous and ftrength, honour , and 
dignitie,. and kingdomes are in thy diſpoſition: therefore wee give thee 
thankgs O'God, and wee extoll thy great and glorions name, But who ans 
I, and what is my people,that we ſhould promiſe ſuch thing 510 thee ? For we 
are ſtrangers before thee, and ſojourners as alonr fathers were ; our dayes 
are like a ſhadow uyonthe earth, and here's no abiding. 

Sce how David cannot content himſclfe in abafing himſclfe, and ex-

man : leave this kinde of boaſting to them, who haye their minds glued 
tothe world, and thereforehave no betterthingsto boaſt on ; whols pOr- 
tion being herein this life, they can looke for nothing in heaven.” But ra- 
ther rejoyce youn that you are entred into the kingdome of grace; glo- 
ry in this that the King of kings hath had mercy on you , and 

drawne you out of the miſty darkeneſſe of errors, hath given you to 
teclehisendleficloyeand mercy in Chriſt, hath made you of the childe

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-6f wrath, hisowne ſonne ; of a ſervantto finneand the devill, an heire 


of heaven; and of a bond{lave to bell,a freedeniſion of the heayenly Jeru« 
falem; and glory inthis, thateyen Chil Jeſus himſelfe is given you and ' 
made your owne, and with him all things elſe. So that as Pas! faith, 
eAll are yours, whether the world, or life,or Lath, things gens or things 
to come, all are yours in and by Chriſt, who is the onely felicity of our 
ſoules; andtherefore whoſoever have him, bave with him all things elſe. 
This is the true glory and the ſound boafting of Chriſtianity : for hereby 
is Gods mercyextolled, and mans pride trodden under foote, by which 
a man truſting too much to bimſelfe, rebelleth againſt God, This gle- 
rious boaſting makes us bumble even in our higheft honours : modeſt 
and meecke in proſperity: patient and quiet in adyerſity : in troubles 
ſtrong and couragious : gentle cowards all men,; joyfull in hope : fer. 
vent in prayer; full of the loye of God, but empty of 211 love of our 
ſelyes or ought inthe world : yeair makes us Chriſtstrue beadſmen, and 
his ſworne ſervants, and makes us yeelde up our ſelyes wholly to imitate 


. andfollow Chrift, and tocſtcemeall thingselſe as fraile and yaine ; yea 


dung end droſſe that we may winne him. 

Right honourable and my good Lord, you ſce thatT am fo willingly 
employed in this ſervice of writing to your honour, and in conferring 
with youof heayenly matters, that I haye forgot my ſelfe,or rather your 
honour iti being ſo tedious, which in the. beginning Ipurpoſed not, [am 
privieto my ſelfe and of my owne ignorance ; and guilty of mine owne 
inſufficiency, as being fitter to be aſcholer than a teacher ; and te heare 
and learne my ſelfe,” rather than to teach others: ard thereforeT crave 

ardon of your honour, Farewell, The moſt reverend Embaſiadour de- 
fireth in his heart he had accaſionto teſtifie indeed, that erue good will 
which in his ſoule he beares you : Inthe meane time he ſalutes you, and 
ſo doth theilluftrious Privceſſe of P3ſcaria her h'ghneſle ; and all other 
the honourable perſonages which are with mee: all which rejoyce for 
this good worke of God in you,and in all kindneſſe doe kifle your hands; 
and they doal!l earneſtly intreattheLord for you, that he that hath begun 
ſo great a worke in you, would accompliſh the ſame rothe end ; and the 
ricker you are in temporall goods, in lands, and lordſhips, that hee 
would make youſo much the more poore in ſpirit ; thatſo your ſpiritu- 
all poverty, may doethat which your worldly riches and honour can- 
not: namely, bring you ar laft to the cternall and never fading riches of

Y chisand other holy meanes Ga/eacias was confirmed inthe doR. 
zine of the truth, and went forward conſtantly in the courſe of Gods 
calling, andthe way ofgodlinefle, Bt themare couragiouſly hee went 
on,the more fiercely the Devill raged againſt him. by his temptations g 
endeyouringthereby to hinder him in that happy courſe : yea and if it 
were poſſible to drive him backe againe, which courſe hee commonly 
takes againſtthofs, who have propounded to themſelyes to- tame the res . 
bellion ofchefleſh, and to relinquiſh the yanitiesof the world, And firft 
of al';this zealous courſe of bisinReligion procured him an infinic number . 
of mockes, and made him ſubjc& to off vile flanders; yea made him 
incurre the hatred of a great number, but eſpecially did ke herein diſfpleaſe 
and yex his father,as one that wasnot onely of a contrary religion, but one 
who onely int&aded the honour of his houſe, and the adyancing of his 
ſterity, which in reſpeR of Religion Galeacinscared not for at all ; and 
therefore h2 did often ſharpely chide him, and charged him wich his fa. 
therly autheritie,to putaway thoſe melancholly conceits (as hetearmed 
them.) No doubc butthis was moſt grievous tohim, who alwaies was 
moſt tubmiffle and obedient to his facher, Butanother griefe did more in . 
wardly afflit him, which was in reſpect of his wife Fi#oria, , Who 
though ſhee was al wai*s a molt kind and dutifull wife, as alſo very wiſe, . 
yet ſhe would by ro mcanes yeeld rothis motion and change of Religion; 
becauſe ſhee thought ard feared it would breed infamie and reproch, to 
her ſeife and her houſe ; and therefore wascontinually working on him by .. 
all meanes and deviſes fhecould : labouringto moye him by teares and - 
complairts,and by all kinds of intreaty chat a wife could uſe:to her huge . 
band : and withall ſometimes urging him withſuch yaire and fond rea. 
ſons as commonly women of thatReligionare furniſhed withall, What - 
a vexation this. was,and whatan impediment to his converſion, ſuch may + 
judge calily, who are cumbred with husbands or wives of a contrary ree 
ligion, And no little griefe and temptation was it tohim, beſides allcheſe .. 
that the moſt part ofthe noble men in and about Naples (being either of - 
hjs blood,or kindred, or hisfamiliar friends )+ fed continually to refort un- 
to him,to follow their old and ordinary ſports and pleaſures, Alas how 
hard athing was it to ſhake off all cheſs on a ſudden, and to take To 


- 
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him a dire contrary courſe of life tothat hee had led with themafore 
which he muſt needs doe if he would goe on as hee had begun ? And fur- 
ther, it was no little yexation to his ſoule to live in the Court, when his 
officeand place called him thereunto : for there hee might keare of any 
thing rather than of Religion: and nota word by any meanes of Gods 
Word, buttalke cnough of common and worldly preferments and plea. 
ſures, and deviſing of meanes forthe moſt cruell handling and diſpatch. 
ingout ofthe way allſuchas ſhould depart from the Romiſh faith, Any 
Chriſtian heart may eaſily conceive how deeply thoſe temptations and 
hinderances vexed his righteous ſoule in this his courſe towards God : in« 
ſomuch as athouſand to one, they bad turned him backe againe ; and 
doubtlefſe they had doneſo indeed, had not. God affiſted him with ſpe- 
ciall grace, . HEN

How he eſcaped the ſnares of the Arrian Anabaptiſts,and afte? * 
of theWaldeſians :. and of his reſolutionto leave his 
ceuntrey, honours, and livings, toenjoy the - 
liberty of Gods Religion. . 


Vtaboye all theſe, Satanhad one aſſault rongeſt of all, whereby he - 

atrempted to ſeduce him from the true -and ſincere Religion of God. 
About that time the Realme of Vaples was ſore peftred with Artians and 
Anabaprtiſts: whe daily broched their -herefies- amongſt the common - 
people,colouring them oyer with glorious ſhewes. Theſe fellowes per- 
ceiving Galeacins not full y ſerled as yetin Religion, nor yet ſufficiently |. 
grounded in theſcripture, tried all meaneschey could to incangle him in 
theirerrours and blaſphemeus fancies ; wherein the mighty work of God 
was admirable towards him: for. hee being a youth a gentleman, but a 
meane ſcholar, and little ſtudied, and bur lately entred imtothe ſchoole of 
Chriſtian Religion; who would hayethought that eyer he obuld have re - 
ſiſted and eſcaped the ſnares of thoſe heretikes, many of them being 
preat and grounded {cholars,and throughly ſtudiedin the Scripture 2 Not- - 
withRanding, by the fincere ſimplicity and plainenefſe of Gods ruth, ard 
the inſpiration of the holy Ghoſt, hee not onely deſcried the fondneſſe of 
their herefies but evenuntied the knots, and braketheir nets, and delivered - 
himſclfe, and mightily confuredthem 2 yea ſuch was the working of God, | 
as being ſometime in cheir meetings, hee wag ſtrongly confirmed in the 
doRrine of the truth by ſeeing and kearing them, Thus by Gods mercy - 
he eſcaped and was conquerous in this fight, . | 
| | | As D.z- Bits < 
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Butthe deyill had not ſo done with him, for another and more dan<- 
erous bartell preſenely followed, The Waldeſiansof whom wee ſpake 
Before, were at thattime in Naples in good number, With them did G #- 
leacias daily converſe, their courſes of life and ſtudy being nor farre un. 
like, Theſe Diſciples of Waldefirs knewag yet nomore in Religion but 
the pointof Juſtification : and miſliked and eſchewede ſome abuſes in 
Popery ; and neyerthelefle ſill frequented Popith Churches, heard Maſ. 
ſes, and werepreſent ordinarily at vile Idolatries. Galeacivs for atime 
conyerſed with theſe mien, ard followed their way : which courſe 
doubtleſſe would have ſpoiled him; asitdid agreat ſort of themz who 
afterwards being taken and committed for the truch, were cafily broughe 
to recanttheir Religion, becauſerhey wanted the chicfe and the moſt ex. 
cellent peints,nor were not ſufficiently ſerled : and yet afterwards againe, 
not daring to forſake their hold in Juſtification » andtherefore comming 
to it againe, were taken as relapſers and backfliders, and put to extreame 
cormentsand cruelldeath, In the like danger had Ga/eacixs beene, bur 
that the good proyidence of God otherwiſe diſpoſed, and better provi«_ 
ded for him: for his office and -place-that hee bare in the Emperours 
Court, called him into Germany , and-ſo withdrew -him- from his 
companions the Waldeſians : for the Lord had a greater worke to 
worke in himthan the Waldeſians were able to teach him : for there in 
Germany hee learned (that hee neyer knew afore) that the knowledge of 
the truth of Juſtification was not ſufficient for falvarion ; whileſt in 
the meane time a man Wittingly defiled himſelfe with Idolatry , 
which the Scripture calls fpirituall* whoredome : and of no man did 
hee reape more ſound and comfortable inftruionthan of Pexer Mar 
tyr, of whom we ſpake afore, whom God had lately called out of 7raty 
and Confirmed him in thetruth. This ZartyrinſtruRted Galeacine found 
ly, in the way of the rruth, and made it plaine unto him, by private 
conferences as well as publike reading : fog hee was at that time-pub. 
like profeſſor of Divinity at Stransbonrgh in Germany, Galeacing fur. 
niſhed with thoſe holy inſtruRions, rerurned to Naples, and preſently 
reſorting to his companions, the Waldefſians, amongſt other points,con- 
ferred with them about the eſchewing of Idolatry, and deliyered his 
judgement therein, But they not induring ſcarce to heare.it, preſently 
torfooke him, for they would by no meanes entertaine that deatrine, 
which they knew was ſure to bring upon them afflitions, perſecutions, 
loffe of goods and honours, or elſe-would cauſe them to forſake country, 
houſe, and land, wife, and childe, and ſo every way threatned a miſera- 
bleeſtaterothe profeſlor thereof, Now thistheir forſaking of him; and 
telling him ofthe danger of this profeſſion was another ſtrong temprati- 
on 


: \ 
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owrto keepe him wrapped in their Tdolatry, and to make him content 
himſelfe withtheir imperfeR and peeced Religion, But GO D which 
had in hisetervall cleRion predeſtinare him, that hee ſhould bee a fingu- 
lar example of conftancy to the edification of many, and the confi Fon 
and condemnation of lukewarme profeſſors ; gave him that excellent re- 
ſolution, and that heayenly courage, as he eſcaped at laft conquerour o- 
yerallthoſe temptations and aſaults of Satan ; and nothing could ſuffice 
or content him but the pureRaligion, and alſo the profeſſion of it : and 
therefore ſceingno hope of reformation in Naples, nor any hope to have 
the Waldefians joyne with him, and ſeeing lately that hee could not 
ſerve God in_ that countrey ; hee reſolved undoubtedly that hee 
would forſake the Countrey , and ſeeke for Chriſt and his Religion 
whereſocver hee might find them ; andthar hee would rather forfake fa. 
ther, wife, children, goods, and lands, offices/and preferments to win 
Chriſt,thanto enjoy them all and want Chriſt Jeſus, 


Ofthe prievons combats betwixt FE fleſh and the ſpirit, when 
he reſolvedof his departure. 


N Ow here by the way it may not be omitted, what kind of cogita- 
tions he hath often ſaid came into his mind, as he was deliberating 
about this great matter, For firſt of all, as often as he looked on his fa. 
ther, which he did almoſt eyery houre,whodeerely loved him,and whom 
againe hee reſpeRed inall duety and reverence: fo often doubtlefle he 
was ſtriken at the heart with uaſpeakeable griefeto thinke of his depar= 
ture ; his minde no doubt ofrenthinking thus : Whar, and muſt 1 needs 
forſake my deereand loying father, and cannot Ielſe haye God my Fa- 
ther? O miſerableand unhappy Father of my body, which muſt and 
in compariſon with the Father,ofmy fogle ! And muſt 1 necds faile in 
duty to him, if I performe my duty to God? O miſcrable old man ! 
for what deeper wound can pierce him, than thus to be deprived of the 
onely ftaffc and comfort of his old age ! Alas fhall I chus leaye him in 
ſuch a ſea of troubles; and ſhall I bee the onely meanes to ftrike into 
his heart the deepeſt wound of griefe that yet cyer pierced himinall 
bis life ? This my departure is ſure to make my felfe the obloquy 
of the world : yea, to breede reprock and ſhame to the - Mar- 
queſle my father , and to my Whole ftocke and kindred, How

How isit poſſible that the good old man can overcome or indure ſo 


great a gricfe, but rather he muſt needs be ſwallowed up of it, and fo 
with woe and miſery end his life ? Shall Tthen bee the cauſe ofdeath 


-to my father, who would if need had brene redeemed my life with bis 


oWwne death? alas what a ny is this liketo beeirher to me,or Him, or 
us both? yet muſt I careleſſe for bringing hisgray head with ſorrow unto 


the grave,than for caſting my own poore ſoule with horror into hel. And 


no lefſe inwa:dly was he grieyed in reſpect of his noble wife Viftoria: 
for having no hope that ſhe would renounce Popery, and goewith him, 
therefore he durſt not makeknowne unto herthe purpoſe of his depar- 
ture; but rather reſolved forChriſts ſake to leaye her and all, and to fol. 
low Chriſt, Shee was row as hee was himſelfe in theprime of youth, a 
Lady of greatbirth, faire, wiſe and modeſt ; bur her loye and loyalry to 
her husband ſurpaſſed all, How was it poflible patiently to leaye ſuch a 
wife,ſo that his perplexed mind diſcourſed on thisfaſhion when he looke 
on her : And ſhall I fo, yea ſoſudden!y, and ſo unkindly leave and for- 
ſake my wife, my moſt deere and loving wife, the onely joy of my 
heart in this world, my" companion and partnerin all my griefe and Ja 
bour : the augmenter of.my joy, the leflener of my woe? And ſhall 
leave her, notfor a time(zs beretofore I did when the Emperours ſeryice 
called me from her) but fer ever,neyer againe to enjoy her : yea it may 
be never to ſee her? And ſhall ] deprive my ſelfe of her, and thereby de. 
prive my ſelfe of all others alſo, and of allthe comfort of the conjugall 


(life and married eſtate? And ſhall IT fo leave her deſolate and alore in 


that eftate and age whereof ſhe is? Alas poore Lady, what ſhall (hee 
doe, what ſhall-become of her* and of her little ones when 1 am gone? 
How many dolefull daies without comfort, many waking vights with= 
out {leepe, ſhall ſhee paſſe over ? What will ſhee doc bur weepe and 
waile,and pine away with griefe? And ag hecaſt theſerhingsin his mind 


hethought he even ſaw his wife, how ſhetooke on with her ſelfe, ſighing 


and ſobbing and weeping ; yea howling and crying, aud runnivg after 
him with theſe pirtifullout. cries: 'Ah my deere Lord,and ſweet husband 
whither will you gce? and will you leave mee miſerable woman, com= 
fortlefſe and ſuccourlefſe 2 What fhall become of me when you are gone: 
what can honours,pompes, riches, gold filver,jzwels, friencs, company, 
all delights and pleaſures in the earth; what canth+y all doe tomy ccm- 
fort when I want you ? And what joy can I haye ja my children with 
cut you, but rather my griefe to be deu1bled to looke on them 7 Ard how 
can ] or the werld bee perſwaded that you care forthem, and for m 

{elfe? Is thi the loye that theu Baſt fo often boaſted of ? Ah, miſerable 
love which hath: this ifſue ! eitherneycr didſt chou loye mee, elle arts 
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had true love fo firange an end as this of yours hath, And yet which is 
worſe than all this, you neyer ſhewed meethe cauf of this your ſtrange 
departure ; had I knowne cauſe, it would neyct haye grieved mee ha 
{o muck : But now thatthe cauſe is not knowne, what will the world 
ja9ge, butthar thefaulc js in mee 2 at leaſt if they cannot condemne mee 
for it ; yet how reprochfull will it bee to mee, whenevery baſe compa- 
nion dare lay it inmy diſh, and point at mee with their fingers when I 
goc by, and ſay, this isthat fond woman, who married him with whom 
ſhee could nor live, and whom her husband diſdained to live with- 
all? This is that ſimple foole, who isdeſolate having a husband ;-and a 
widow, her hugband yet being alive. Either fhall I bee counted wicked, 
which bave cauſed thee to leave mee; or fooliſh, miſerable, and un- 
happy,whbo choſe ſo fondly,as to take, him whom I'couldnorbeeſurevf 
when I had him, In a word, I ſhall bee deprived of thee : yea of all po... 
fibility of having any other, and fo havinga husband, Ifhallliye in all 
miſery al:ogether without a husband, Theſe two cogitations ofhis fa. 
ther and his wife greatly tormented him, and the more becauſe hee la. 
boured to keepe Sole this fire, which burned and boiled in his heart : 
namely, to conceale his departure, leſt by being knowne itmwight haye 
beene hindred, which hee would not for a world. 

Yetchere was athird and fſpeciall care that pinched him, and that 
was for his children, which were fixe in all; goodly and cowardly 
children, and worthy of ſo noble parents: the more griefe was it, in that 
they were ſo young, as that theycouldnot yer cenceive what it was to 
wane a father; the eldeft was ſcarce fifteene, and the youngeſt ſcarce 
foure yeares old : heeloyed them with meſt tefider and fatherly affeRi-. 
on, and was againe leyed and honoured of them. Ic is wonderfull co 
thinke, how when his wife the Lady did give into his armes his youngeſt 
childeto play withall (as ofcentimes Wives uſe to doe) how it were 
poſſible for him, and what a doe he had with himſelfe to contain* from 
floods of teares ; eſpecially becauſe his cycs feeing them, and his hands 
holding them, and his heart raking delight and pleaſure in them, his 
minde could not but diſcourſe on this manner : And ſhall I within theſe 
few daics utterly ferſake theſe ſyeet babes, aud leaye them to the wide 
and wicked world , as though they had never beene my chil- 
dren, nor I their father? Yea happy had I bin if ] had cither aeyer 
had them, or having them might enjoy them: To bee a father isa come 
fort, buta father of no children, and yet to have children, that 1s a miſc- 
ry. And you poore Orphans, what ſhall become of you when am gone\ 
your hap is hard,cyonto befarherleffe, your father yet living ; and what, 


can your great birth now helpe you ? forby my departure you ſhall loſe 
E all 


or ith, is 
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all your honour, all your living arid wealth, and all dignity whatſeeyee 
which otherwiſe = had beenelure of : nay my departure ſhall nor-one- 
ly deprive you of all this, bur lay you open toallinfamy, reproch, and 
dr and bri pope you all inde of miſery ; and thus miſerable 
man that I am, ſhall the time bee curſed that cycr they had meeto their 
father. And what can your woefull mother doe when ſhee looketh on 
you, but weepe and wring her hands, her griefe (till increaſing as ſhee 
looks upon you? Yet thus muſt I leave you all confounded together in 
heapes of griefe, weeping and wailing one with another, and [ inthe 
meane time Weeping and wailing for you all, Manyother griefes,temp- 
tations and hinderances afſaulced him, though they were not ſo weigh 
as theſe formerly named, yet which might haye beene able to haye Yi. 
dred any mans departure, being in his caſe; as to leaye the company of 
ſo many gallant noblemen and gentlemen, his kindred and acquaintance ; 
to loſe ſo honourable an office and place as hee bare in the Emperours 
Court ; te leave for eyer his natiye ſoile the delicate 7taly ; to deprive 
bimſclfe and his poſterity ofthe noble title and rich living of a Marqueſ- 
dome; to undertakea mot longand tedious journey ; to caſt himſclfe 
into cxile, poyerty, ſhame, arid many other miſcries without hope of re 
eoyery foreyer ; to change his former pleaſant life into all hardnefle, and 
to give a fare well to all the delicacies of Italy, wherein hee was breughe 
up; to leave that goodly garden of his father the Marqueſſes, which 
ence ſhould bee his owne; the goodlieſt garden almoſt inall 7raly or 
all Chriftendome ; which was furniſhed with] plants of all orcs, and 
theſe notonely of allſuch as grow in Trahy, but even fuck ag wereto bee 
rout of all other Countries : this garden and Orchard was fo exquiſite 
ith this way, and in divers other ſorts ofelegancies, rhat a great num. 
ber of men of all qualities reſorted daily out of all conncries to fee 
K, Bur this and all other the pleaſures and delicacies ofthis preſent life 
could doe nothing with him to remeve him from his purpoſe ; bur hee 
renounced them all, and reſolyed to leaverhem all, to: follow Chriſt : ſo 

Rrong and admirable was theconftancy of this noble Genrleman, 
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How afier allthe temptations which flifh and blood laid ta hitwyy 
19 hinder his departure, he cinſaltcd with rhe Lord, 
 andfvonthimreacived frace tour.

Vc it may beasked, whereupon was grounded fo great unmoycable-

in onetenour ftedy and ftedfaſt,untill he had made yoideall the attempts 
of Satan, and removed all the ſtumbling blockes which his fleſh and

V bis moſt familiar fiend $,and of whom he hoped well for reli- 
gion ; he wrought upon them ſofarre, as that they promiſed and yowed 
that they would accompany him in this yoluntary and Chriftian ba. 
niſhment , that ſo they might enjoy the true liberty and peace of conſci- 
ence in the erue Church of God, Buthowdeep and unſearcheable the 
judgements of God are, the eventafterward ſhewed : for divers ofthem 
(though nor all) who for a time ſeemed ro be endued and led with a moſt 
earneſt zeale of Gods glory in this ation; when they came to the bor. 
dersof [raly, and confidered what they forſooke, and to what they now 
tookthemſelyes: firſt began tolooke backe againeto. tal; afterwards 
went backe againe indeed , and fo rurned againe tothe yomit of their 
pleaſures, Bur this ingratitude rothe Lord for ſo great a favour offered 
them , the Lord tlie with a juſt revenge: for purpoſing to ſerve 
God in their pleaſures, and in the midſt of Popery, they were after ta= 
ken by rhe Spaniſh inquiſition ; and ſo publikely recanting and ab Juring 
Chriſtian Religion, they were afterward ſabjeQto all miſery and infa- 
my; neither truſted nor loved of the one fidenior the other. This feare 
fall ch{ferrion and backſliding of rheirs , doubrlefſe was mok grievous 
to Galeacing ; and verely the divellhoped hereby yer once again tohave 
&jverted him from his intended courſe, in making him bee torſaken of 
thoſe by whole compazy and {-c:ety he hoped to have been greatly com» 
forred in this diſcomforrable voyage.

In 

the yeere of hisage the foure:n1 thirtieth , he departed from Naples in 
manner as he was wont to doe afore , making it knowne that he purpo= 

ſed to go into Germany to the Emperour ; who at that time held his 

court ar eAxſfwrge : and thither indeed hee went accordingly: and 

ſtayed ſerving in his place and-office till the fixe and twentieth of Miy 

in the ſame ycare: Vpon which day leaving the Court and" che 
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Emperobt+ſcryice, and his honourable office which there hee bart; and 
king his laſt and cyerlaſting farewell atthe Court, and all worldly de. 
lighes, (and yet departing in ordinary ſort-as afore, and in purpoſe to 

intethe Low Councries, as ſome thought) he tooke kis journey 
Kraight coward Geneve, and thither came by Gods good hand the eight 
of June, and there refted his may body, and repoſed his much more 
wearied conſcience, with afall joytull heart : yea with the greateſt joy 
that eyer cameto himin all his life,bur onlyat the time of his couycrfian,

they were at home, and now wasPreacher of Gods word to the Church 
and Congre BEE of the 7ralians, who were then at Geneva, Now 
When he {aw that the mercy of God had granted him to arrive at thig 
> 59 and happy haven, where he might with liberty of conſcience ſerve 
30d, free from the corcuptions of the world, and the abeminable ſuper. 
fictions and Idelatry of Antichriſt ; preſently hee joyned himſelfe in 
friendſhip, and yecelded kimſelfe tothe inftruftion of Maſter John Cal. 


\ vine, the chiefe Miniſter and preacher of that Church. Calvine being a 


man of deepe inſight and exquiſite judgement, perceiving him to bee 


 n man of good knowledge and experience, of a moderate and quiet ſpi- 
. Tir, of an innocent and uprighc life, and endued with true and fincere 


oodlinefle ; did therefore moſt kindly and lovingly entertaine him in= 
to bis fellewfhip : for the good man of God in his Wiſedome fore. 
flaw that ſuch a manas this, would doubrtlefſe become a ſpeciall inft;n. 
ment of Gods glory, and a meanes of the confirmation of many (but eſ- 
pecally of [talian;) inthe knowledge and love of Religion : this holy 
ove and Chriſtian friendfhip thus begun, was ſo Rrengly grounded be. 
ewixt chis noble Marqueſfe and renowned Calzine,thatit continucd till

the matter, Ac his firſt arrivall hee was entertained with much joy en 
all fides, .and many cheerefull countenanices and kinde welcomes. B it | 
alas, within a few.dayezalt this mirth and'joy was turned ingo t:ares 
and lamentation , and unmeaſurab'e griefe;' for: when.opce hee had 
opened to, his farther ;the- /Marqueſſe -hjs-zopRtanc: purpoſe ito) per- 
kcyer in the tructh of that Religion hee bad beg to: prof: ſe; and 
that 
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that hee wozld rather die in the defenceofir, then be drawne from it , 
then alas, what ſighing, what crying, Pr what dolefull lamentation'did 
it move them all! Butthen ler the Chriſtian reader jadge what a troy- 
bled ſpirit and wotull heart that good man had in this ſo la com- 
bate bctwixt the grace of God and hisnaturall affe&ions; and whar a tor- 
ment ic was ahto him, to ſee themall oneere and deereunto him, labour 
ro wichdraw him from God ; and to'ſee his conſtancy in Religion 
fo to grieve them, which was the jay of his owne heart. Yer 
raking vp with himſelfe as well asnarore could, and comforting himſelfe 
in his God, heafterward dealt with his wife ia all loving and yerearneſt 
manner that ſhee would follow himher husband, and delay no longer, 
time, bur come and live with him according as the law of God and na» 
ture required : which if ſhee wonld doe, hee promifed her Tiberry of her 
conſcience ard Religion, to live as ſhe would, But for his vwne part, he 
told her aforeband, as ſhe ſhould after finde; namely,that hee was firme- 
ly refolvedeo live and dye in that Religion, which ( by thEhand of 
God leading him ) hee had undertaken; and for the which he had for 
fkencountry, kindred, and all thoſe excellent and comfortable bleflings 

ofthis life, which God had given him. Here I leave it to the reader, bur 
eſpecially rothe hearts of ſuch women, as being wives, doe truely love 
their ds, to jadge with what ſfobs and hearr-breaking the filly 
Gentlewomentheard theſe words of her hasband, whom ſhee now faw 
paſt all hope to be perſwaded ro ſtay with her ; which ſhe defired above

crplace, where was any other Religion, but thac of Rome; and char 
ſhe would nor live wich him, as long as hee was intavgled wich choſe 
hcrefies ( as {bee called them ) whereby ic appeares that ſhee was acar- 
nal polictike Papiſt. Shee loved him, bur where? in Ituly; andthere 
would live wit him, burnorar Geneva:and why? forin 1::lyFe: might 
__ advancehertotheſtareot a Marchionefſe; in Genevshe couldaor : there 
_ ſhce wightlive wich him a life full of all delights; burin Geneva a hard, 
baſe, and obſcure life, and ſabje& ro many onrwarddangers and miſerie; 
Ia which reſpeCts ic wasthat (hee was (© iaſtant upon bimto ſtay with 
her. Bur the concluſion was, her defire was to injoy himand J:ely both: 
but rather thenſhee ſhould leave Truly and the delicacies thereof, (hee 
choſe plainely ro fortake him; and to wichdraw the duty of a wife from 
tim, Foric may in no cafe bce omirred( which afterward hee imparted 
oO 
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to ſome his intireſt and moſt inward friends) that ſhee even then and 
there denyed him that duty which a wifeis bound to yeeld to her hus- 
band by the law of God andnature : that is, ſkee would by no meanes 
give him due benevolence, 'nor conſent to lie with him-as man and wite: 
and gave this reaſon ; that ſhe was expreſly forbidden of her Confeſlor, 
under paine of excommunication, becauſe hee was an heretike. Where 
behold Popiſh Religion whar it is,that can ſeparate man avd wife for diſ- 
parity in Religion ; and can diſcharge. men -and. women from thoſe 
duties of marriage with which God hath charged them, How ehis mon- 
ſtrovus unkindnefſe and unwomanly anfwer pierced his heart, let any 
"Chriſtian man jadge, whom God hath honoured co bee an hasband. Yet 
he overcame and even devoured all theſe tormenting griefes, and beare 
rhem wich an invincible conſtancy and quietnefle ofminde, Yet hee pur- 
poſed nor to beare fo great an injury for ever, but to redrefle and hel 
it if ir were poſlible : andrherefore hee farther proceeded with her,” and 
openly and pliinely denounced to her, that uoleſſe ſhe would yeeld him 
thatmatrimoniall duty, which by Gods law ſhee ought; namely toecate, 
andlie, and live with him ; it would bee a cauſe to make him fue our. a 
divorce againſt her, and ſo procure a finall ſeparation ; which ifſhe'were 
the cauſe of, thee might thanke or rather blame. her ſelfe, who withdrew 
her necke from the yoke of duty rowards him which marriage required 
and which he for his part ſaid, he wculd never have doneto her, though 
herReligion was fo farre diffcring from his. Yet notwithſtanding hee 
ſaid, thatſhe firſt refufing him, hee had then juſt cauſeto refuſe her, who 
had firſt by refuſall of that duty refuſed herielfe as it were, anddenyed 
herſ:Ifeto bee his wife. Ando hee concluded wich her, that unleſſe ſhee 
"would be his wife, he would pnolonger be her husband, This proteſtart- 
onnodoubr, amazed and troubled her not alittle, and vexed the woe 
mans minde ; eſpeciallyfor that he was and had alwaies beene ſach a hus- 
band to her,fo good and kinde,and every way fo well deſerving, that ſhe 
loved him asher own eies(therfore more was ſhe to.blame,that ſhe eſtee- 
med him noras the light ot her eyes : ) bat though chis troubled her fore 
yet jt moved hernot to her duty ; fo good a ſcholar was ſhe in this Po- 
piſh learning, that ſhe would rather incur her husbands, yea.Gods dif- 
pleafarethan her Confeffors; and rather breake their commandaments 
ſoholyandjuſt, thanhis, which was ſo ungodly, and ſo.noreafonable t 
aridit alfo lefſe preyailed wich her becauſe (heimagined he wonld not fo 
doe ( thengh he ſpake {5 bar onely did it to feare her, and ſoinfeare 
hereof co make her yeeldunto et | 
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String hee conld not reclaime his Lady, hee reſolved toreturncto-- 
Geneva : #nd of the grievous temptations he endured : 
where hee tooke bis left faxewellof his father, 
wife, children, and friend: : and of his 
heavenly courage gn bearing and. 


paſſing thorow then all 


V Hen thierefore the good gentleman ſaw all things fo farre a« 

miſſe, that eycn his wife was agtinſthim of all other, and gave 
him adecper wound than all other his friends; denying him that ſo- 
ciety and fellowſhip which the bond of marryage yeeldeth, and ſeeing 
that the time paſſed without any good doing, but rather to theincreafing | 
ofgricfe on al! (ides ; hee thereforereſolved ro depart, and fo calling his 
wite Viforiaagiine, hee iterated unto her his formerproteſtation ; and * 
fo bade her take ir as his laſt warning. Thedolefull day ofhis depare 
tiopbeing come, hetield-on bis purpoſe, and ſo entred intothe chamber 
of his facherthe Mitqueſero 'doc his duty unto him, andre rake his 
leave: Whoſteing his lon'thus pit alf hope of recovery, quenching his 
fatberly aft:Qion in fury and cagirg madneffe, like a frantike or deſpe- 
rate man, reviled himin moſt deſpighttu)l termes: and arlaſt gives him 
hisfarwell wich many a heayy and bitcer curſe. This ſo ftirange and ex- 
traordiaary-peifcution,, did this goed gentleman fuffer for Chriſts 
fake ; and it is marvaile that it did norgauſe him to Jookebacke againe, 
and'turne his courſe, Butir was Gods ding that his father ſhould uſe 
theſe extreame and'yiolent curſes, raked aboutro winne him 
by allurements and gentle perſwaſions : for. thee. hath often uſed ro 
tell bis friends, thatthis monfirous inhumavity and unnaturalnefle of 
his facher did rather confirme and ſetclehis minde; bis nature be ng r7+ 
ther to be led than drawije, andrather to bee wonne by friendlinefle and 
faire meanes, then tobee 'utged by extremities, Bur God wen'd haye 
his ſervant co bee tried by Goth meanes : namely, the allurements 
of this wifeand themeracings of his father. Thus God would purge 
bim-inthe fire of all kinde of temptations, Arid chits by the power of 
Gods grace hnving pafſ:d thorow-thjs fire, btholda homer ig:x0 tee 
ye-:nred on, Departing hisfathers chamber, withihot: burden cur+ 
ſes ( which the Lord curned into blefſiogs) he came intothe great cham 
b-r, ard ſointo the hall ; where hee found his wife, his children, his 


uncles ſonne (afore ſpoken of )divers noble genclemen his kinstolks,and

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{ſome his anciens familiars and domeſticke friends .:-all franghe wich 
grietes acd waking heayie cheere; nothing Was heard bur fi hes, and 
obbes,and cries;nothing was ſcene bug teares and wringing of hands: his 
wife embracing him x. taking hiw 6 $2122 the necke, beſceched him in 
molt loving and moſt pittifuH{ manner, that he wauld have care of him 
ſelfe of her, and of all bixchildren,and. whole houſe;a d notfo willingly 
to'caſt them all away. His young children all upon their knees, with 
armes ({rerched out, and hands bolden up, and faces ſwolne withreares, 
cryed vio him to baye pitcie on.them his ownebowels; and notto m:ke 
them farherleſſc before thetime, His coſen aad other kinſmen with hea= 
vie countenauces and watry eycs looked fully on him ; and though 
for griefe-rhey were not able-to ſprake one word to him; yet ercry. 
looke, andevery countenance, and every geſture, was a loud cry, ang! 
8 ſtrong increaty, that be. would ay, and. nor leave ſo ancicurt and no» 
blea houſein ſuch woefſull and dcſolate caſe. No wordrcan fi ficeto 
expreſle the griefe ofthar dolefull company, nor that lamencable depare; 
turethat there wasto be ſeene, Unutterable was the g-icfe on thei fide, 
and w ſpeakeable was the rorment and temptation, which the noble 
gentleman fclr inthis agony, when-hee muſt eitber; leave Chriſt Icfug 
or leaye all theſe for him. but amengſt and above all, therewas one 
moſt lamentable fight, which would everrhaye wrung teares'from a 
heart of flint, Amengſt all his children hee had one daughter, a te- 
wardly and geocly young gentlewoman of twelye yearegold who cry= 
ing out a maine and yallowivg in teares, fell downe, and catching faſt 
hold about his thighes and knees, held bim;ſ@ hard as 
no meines ſhake her off: and the affe&ion of a father wrought ſo wit 

him, as hee could noroffer with miolence to hurt her; hee laboured to 
bee looſe, bur ſhee held faRers hte went a way, but ſhee trailed after, 
crying to him notto bee ſocruellto her his childe 5 who came into 
the world by him. This fo wonderfully wrought with his nature, hee 
being a manofa moſt loving and kinde affeCtion. ; that hee hath of- 
ten repaxted hee thonght that {11 his bowels-rowled about, within 
him and that his heart would haye burſt preſently, and there inſtant- 
ly have died, his childe ſo having him faft abourthe legges, Bur not- 
withſtanding allchis, he being a1med with a ſupexaaturall and heavenly 
forcirude, ; hee brake thorowall theſe remptations,' avd treading under 
foot whatſoever might hipder hiaxfrom Chriſt , hee. eſcaped. our of 
this perillous uhh glorious. conguercr.;;, and ſo leaving that ſor= 
rowfllt houſe anddolorous company, hee came.with ipeede ta che ſhore 
where preſeurly taking ſhipping ,he cauſed rhemto hoiſt up failes cowards 
Lefina with aturmoiled and diftrefled min ic, one way, ſurcharged with 
H 2 ſorrow 
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ſorrow to rememberthe manner of his departire ; another way ſurpri- 
prized with joy to remember chat he had efcaped, Aid eyen as a ſhippe- 
in a tempeſtnous ſea, the boiſterous wayes toffing it up and downe is 
throwne about, ſometime touching rhe cloudes, ſometime plunged into 
the depth: So no doubt the noble minde of chisyoung Marquyfle was no 
leflediftraRted with-contrary cogitatious ; being'as it were ina laby= 
rinth of diſtempered affeRions : Grndiaie he could not but remember 
chat lamentablc eſtate wherein he lefe hisfather, wife, and children: * hee 
often imagined he was ſtill among? them; hethought he heard them cry 
and call upon him;hee thought he ſtill felr his little deere daughter claf- 
ing him about the legs and trailing after him ; neither could he coreaine 
bu breake our into teares ; neither could hee for his life but often looke 
backeatthat princely houſe, with all thoſe goodly orchards, gardens, 
oranges, ficlds, and territories: to all which he was heire apparant ; yer 
all Which he ſaw he ent leave for Chrifts ſake. But one thing pierced his 
heart to ſec his wife, and children, and other his alliance ſtanding on the 
ſhoare ; who when they could not ſpeake ro bim, looked at him; and 
when they cou!d not ſce' him ceaſed nor to looke after the ſhippeas 
longas itwasin Fght : neirher cou!d kerefraine but wich a wofullcoun-- 
renance Iooke ac them againe as long as hee could diſcerne them ; and 
withalthe called to minde the bitcer wordsand heavy farwell which the 
Marqueflc his father gaye bi at his depariure; all which cc gitations 
rurning in bis head did doubtlefſe wring from his ſorrowtfull heart many. 
a deepe fighand heavy grone, and many a þitter reare from his watry 
eyes: 2nd yer orviiiudliog allrhe the ſpiriti all reygth and cor - 
rageof his minde was conftantand invincible, .And even as a good Pj- 
lot in a raging ſea, when clouds and darkeneffe, thunder and lightnings, 
ſtorme and tempeſt runne rogether, andtoffc the ſhippe from wave ro 
wave, as lightly as ball from hand to hand; yet for all thache fits ftiit 
at thehelme, wich undanted courage ar:d markeshis compaſſe; ard 
by his ccurage and 8k1ll rogether keepes on his right and ſtedfaſt couric 
thorow all the rage of ſea and weather: eyenſo ths ourthricenoble Ga- 
leacina taking hold cf the holy and htayecnly anchor namely, a lively, 
faich in Chriſt, and a ſtedfaſt hope in God, hefurmounts the clouds, and 
fixeth thoſe anchor-holds in heaven, and looking Redfaftly with a fpirie 
eualleye, ar the erne load»ſtarte: namely,Chriſt Ieſus ard the hope of e= 
ternal] wo f mee ;he diets his comſetowards the.ſame with an heroicall 
7 os and heavenly reſolution tharow the tempeſtuous waves of thoſe 
carcfull temptations: and the ſhip that carryed his bedy;did not fo fatt 
tranſport him from delicate /ra/ytowards Dalmgiia, as the ſbip of hea- - 
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yenly conftancy and loye; of God withdrew his mind and meditation' 
from all natural reſpeRs and worldly delights ard mado it mount alefcin. 
holy contemplation. And thus the preſence and grace of Gods fpirit,ha« 
ving overcome the power of naturall afteRions ;' hee Fegan to cheere up: 
himſelfe after rhis tempeſt : and firſt of all, bending the krces of: his 
heartto the erernall fatherin heaven; he yeelded his Majeliy moſt hear-: 
tie thankes, for that he had furniſhed his ſoule with ſuch a portion of his- 
race, as to withſtand and conquer Satan in ſuch a perilcus batrell : and 
tor that hee had delivered him from the danger of Popiſhthraldome, 
from the inquifition , and from that perpetuall impriſonment both of 
conſcience and body which the Popiſh Church would haye brought him 
unto, had he not thus eſcaped their hands, - Hee likewiſe praiſed Ged 
unfainedl[y, that he youchſafed to giye him cime, opportunity, and grace 
to diſcharge that duty to his wife the young Marchioneſſe, which at his. 
firſt departure he had emitced, and 'which oftcnt'mes he had with great 
griefe bewailed, and that hee had enabled bim to omit nothing which 
mighthave perſwaded her to have left Sadowre , and to have undertaken 
with him this blefſed pilgrimage towardsthe heavenly Terulalem, © The 
remembrance of theſe things much refreſhed his troubled minde. Ir alſo 
much contented and farisfied his conſcience , that upcn that monſtrous 
and urdutifull behaviour. of his wife cowards: bim (ſpoken of before) 
F e had made that proteſtation which hee did : namely, that he would uſe 
che lawfull meat esto bee. divorced from her, who had fuſt of all di- 
vorced and cur off her ſelfe from him , by denying-chart duty of love, 
which the wife mzy not deny to the busband , norgh e Fusband co the 
wife: he perſwade himſclfe that this prote ſtztion would worke well 
with her, and make ter mote copformabÞto her dury,- when ſhe had *

A. Lefna in Dalmatia, which: is the countrey over agaioſt /rahy ; from 

whence hee paſſed ina very quiet paſſage, and c-lme ſeato Venice: 

where he found many faithfull ſeryants of God, and good Chriſtians; 

who having heard aforcrhat he was gone to Vieww , Were wag 
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afraid for that imminent andineyitable dangerchey ſaw he way io, either 

. to have his conſcience aflave to popiſh yanicy, or his perſon a priſoner to 

| pag cruelty ; therefore they ceaſed not to pray for him night and day: 
ne Fr 
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for all that they feared greatly what would become of him, 
Bur whennow at laſt they faw him returne,both ſoundin conſcience avd 
fafe in perſon; and fuch a glorious conquerer over Satan, and over ſo 
many ſtrong temprariors with which the world and naturallafkeRions. 
had aſſailed him : cheir feare was turned into comfort , their ſorrow in- 
ro joy, and they all glorified che Lord for him. And ſoafcer mutuali 
comfort given and received , hee departed from Venice, and travelled 
thorow R h#tia and Switzerland; where he viſited the Churchegof the 
Proteſtants, and comforted chem greatly with his preſence , and by tel. 
Ing them what greartthings the Lord had done for him: and 1o by the 
ood hand of kis God upon him, hee came in ſafety ro 'Geveva the 
Fourth of ORober in the yeare 1 558. - His ſafe arrivall brought excece 
dingjoy tothe whole Church there; but eſpecially co the /ralzan Con- 
grepation: for his lovg abſeace had brought them into ſome ſuſpence 
and doubt , not of any alcerationof his Religion , but of ſome cruelland. 
falſe meaſures to haye been offcred him by the deceirfull Papifts, Bur 
whenthey ſaw himſo fafcly returned, untouched in conſcience, and un« 
hurt in hisperſon ; and that he had paſſid ſo many pikes of tempracions 
which they knew had beene picched againſt him; they gavegreatthanks 
cothe Lord for him, Bir when hee had diſcourſed unto them partici= 
larly che whole courſe of the proceedings: firſt, whar a ſtrong battery of 
tempratiois and afaultsche diycll and the world had pianicd againft 
him, then how mar * fought and withftood, and at ]aſt oyercime 
themall ; they fell inro admiration of fo rare conſtancy, and thought 
him worthy ofall honour, ro Whom jt is given ( as the Apoſtle faith 
eo ſuffer ſo much for Chriſt and for Religions ſake : and in all earneſt 
manner they magnified the ſingulargrace nd. mercy of God towards 
him, and rowards the whole Church in bim ; Which had not ſuffrcd 
his ſervant ( rhis noble Ga/eacime ) ro be ſeduced out ofthe way ofrhar 
holy calling wherero the Lord had called him; and who had delivered 
him from ſoſubtle atraine, laid by the policy of the enemy Satan, to 
have intrapt his ſoule and conſcience, by overturning him in therace of 
his Religion : and they all acknowledged that this noble and godly 
Gentleman found it verified in himſ*)fe, which the kingly Propherfaich 
inthe Pſalme : Becauſe hee hath ruſted in mee, therefore 1 will ſet himg 
free: I'will bee wah him: in his troubles, I will deliver him, and crowne 
Him with hoxoxy, and in anocher place, hee that truſterh in the Lord ſhall

ded himto thinke it needfull for him to live.in the Rate of ape: - 
and therefore haying thus long waiced and expeRted a more wile anddu- 
rifull anſwer from his wife ; and perceiving by hernot anſwerivg , hat 
ſhe ftillperfiſted in that monſtrous and- unnaturall-wilfulgede, whichher 
blinded Popifh min had formerly undereaken bygheperfwwafion of her 
blindeand Popith guides; be therefore purpoſtd"e&take fuch courſe for
